15 U.S.C. § 1824(2) Prohibited Activities 

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any 
horse which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose of showing or exhibiting in any 
horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, 
or offering for sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) 
allowing any activity described in clause (A), (B), or (C) respecting a horse 
which is sore by the owner of such horse.” 

You allowed the entry of “She’s Sugarland,” for the purpose of showing or 
exhibiting, in the 52nd Annual Southern Championship Charity Horse Show, 
where the horse was found sore in violation of the scar rule.

“The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any 
horse which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose of showing or exhibiting in any 
horse show or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, 
or offering for sale, in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) 
allowing any activity described in clause (A), (B), or (C) respecting a horse 
which is sore by the owner of such horse.” 

You showed or exhibited “Terror On The Border” in the Annual Tennessee 
Walking Horse National Celebration, where the horse was found sore in 
violation of the scar rule.
